SPECIAL     WEATHER  SUMMARY 


January,  usually  the  wettest  month  of  the  year, 
proved  to  fall  substantially  short  of  normals. 
The  entire  southeast  half  of  the  State  averaged 
2  to  3  inches  below  normal  and  flooding  of  any 
consequence  failed  to  take  place.  December 
rains  kept  eastern  Arkansas  rivers  at  bankfuU 
stages  for  much  of  the  month  , 


The  first  Arkansas  tornado  of  1971  (and  probably 
the  first  for  the  nation)  took  place  near  Holly- 
wood, in  Clark  County  west  of  Arkadclphia,  on 
January  3.  The  tornado,  with  a  12-mile  path 
on  the  ground,  completely  destroyed  one  farm 
home,  slightly  injuring  a  family  of  10.

SPECIAL      WEATHER  SUMMARY 


February  represented  a  continuation  of  the  be- 
low normal  winter  precipitation  pattern  for  the 
State. 

Deficiencies  ranged  from  1  to  2  inches  for  most 
of  the  south  and  central  counties.  All  except 
the  extreme  northeast  fell  below  the  February 
normals. 

Two  dates,  the  4th  and  the  21st,  produced  early 
spring  violence.  A  massive  squall  line  on  the 
afternoon   and   evening  of  the  4th  resulted  in 


some  wind  damage  in  scattered  locations  in 
the  northwest  half  of  the  State. 

And  the  devastating  tornadoes  in  the  "Dixie 
Tornado  Alley"  of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi 
produced  two  fringe  twisters  in  Arkansas  on 
the  21st. 

A  tornado  struck  along  a  19-mile  track  in  the 
McGehee  area  and  a  shorter,  and  somewhat 
less  destructive,  tornado  struck  between  Forrest 
City  and  Wynne  later  on  the  same  afternoon.

SPECIAL    WEATHER  SUMMARY 


April  was  a  continuation  of  dry  conditions  that 
prevailed  through  most  of  the  winter  months. 

Before  the  spring  folliage  got  a  start,  much 
acreage  was  lost  in  widespread  forest  fires 
during  the  middle  of  the  month. 

Severe  weather  threatened  or  occurred  on  5 
days  of  the  month.  On  the  evening  of  the  22nd 
and  the  early  morning  hours  of  the  23d  wind 
storms  with  some  hail  damaged  a  broad  area 
from  the  Arkansas  river  valley  in  the  west- 
central  sections  eastward  to  the  northeast  coun- 
ties. 


The  McDougal  tornado  in  Clay  County  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  27th  was  a  dramatic  display 
of  twin  funnel  clouds  damaging  a  school,  several 
homes  and  a  trailer  home. 

An  abnormally  late  snowstorm  occurred  on  the 
night  of  the  4th  and  morning  of  the  5th  in  the 
northwest  counties.  Five  to  6  inches  of  snow 
accumulated  on  the  ground  in  the  Fayetteville 
and  Harrison  sections  with  lesser  amounts  south- 
ward over  the  Boston  Mountain  sections  of  the 
Ozarks.

Additional  information  regarding  the  climate  of  Arkansas  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration  State 
Cliraatologist  at  National  Weather  Service  Office,  Adams  Field,   Little  Rock,  Arkansas  72202,  or  to  any  National  Weather  Service  Office  near  you. 
Additional   precipitation  data  are  contained   in  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  ARKANSAS." 

DIMENSIONAL  ITNITS:     Unless  otherwise  Indicated,    dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:     Temperature  in  °P,   precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind 
movement  In  miles.     Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65' F.     In  "Supplemental  Data"  table 
directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations 
on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  lor  all  except  National  Weather  Service 
Offices  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.S.T.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,   "Daily  Pi-ecipi ta tion" 
table,   "Daily  Temperature"  table,   "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for 
the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Service-type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and 
Wind  table.     Max  and  Min  values  in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at 
time  of  observation.     Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8 
inches  above  the  pan. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,   sleet,   or  Ice  on  the  ground.     Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;   consequently,   occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.  Time  of  observation  12:00  m. ,  c.s.t. 

SNOWFALL:     Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Monthly  Summarized  Data"  table,   the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include 
snow  and  sleet.     Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,   as  used  in  this  publication,   became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957. 

STATION  NAMES:      Figures  and  letters   following  the  station  name,    such  as  12  SSW,    indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:  Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  In  the  July  Issue 
of  this  bulletin . 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December   issues  of   this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found   in  the  annual   issue  of   this  publication.

SPECIAL    WEATHER  SUMMARY 


After  an  abnormally  cold  May,  June  seemed 
particularly  warm  and  humid  with  virtually  no 
relief.  Varying  degrees  of  severe  weather  took 
place  on  16  days  of  the  month,  Airmass  thunder- 
storms of  unusual  severity  were  almost  a  daily 
occurrence  during  the  last  half  of  the  month. 


Considerable  hail  damage  was  sustained  in  the 
northeast  counties.  Three  persons  were  in- 
jured and  one  was  killed  by  lightning  during 
June.  Except  for  one  week  of  normal  rainfall, 
the  southwest  counties  continued  dry,  with  large 
rainfall  deficiencies  for  the  year.

Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65'F.      In    ■Supplemental  Data"  table 
directions  entered  In  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sura  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations 
on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  National  Weather  Service 
Offices  and  FAA  stations.

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Service-type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and 
Wind  table.     Max  and  Min  values  in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at 
time  of  observation.     Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8 
inches  above   the  pan.

SPECIAL    WEATHER  SUMMARY 


July  was  to  some  extent  a  continuation  of  June's 
turbulent  weather  for  Arkansas.  Severe  weather 
threatened  or  took  place  on  17  days  of  the  month. 

One  person  was  killed  and  five  were  injured  by 
lightning.  The  most  devastating  severe  weather 
was  in  the  form  of  a  wind  and  hailstorm  that 
struck  the  extreme  northeast  sections.  Portions 
of  Clay  and  Mississippi  Counties  were  hard  hit. 


and  hail  did  considerable  damage  to  wheat,  beans, 
and  rice,  with  the  worst  damage  being  sustained  by 
cotton.  Some  of  the  areas  hit  had  been  badly 
battered  by  hail  approximately  one  month  earlier. 

The  month  began  excessively  dry.  During  the 
last  week  of  the  month  heavy  rains  fell  in  the 
central  counties,  and  in  the  Saline  and  Ouachita 
River  Basins,  with  some  flooding  taking  place.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:     Unless  otherwise  indicated,   dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:     Temperature  in  "F,   precipitation  and  evaporation  In  Inches  and  wind 
movement  in  miles .     Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65'^F.      In  "Supplemental  Data"  table 
directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  la  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  takt-  the  observations 
on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  National  Weather  Service 
Offices  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  c.s.t.     Data  in  the  "Extremes*'  table,   "Daily  Precipitation" 
table,   "Daily  Temperature"  table,   "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for 
the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Service-type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and 
Wind  table.     Max  and  Min  values  in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at 
time  of  observation.     Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8 
inches  above  the  pan. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,   sleet,   or  Ice  on  the  ground.     Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;   consequently,   occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  In  the  record.  Time  of  observation  12:00  m. ,  c.s.t. 

SNOWFALL:     Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Monthly  Summarized  Data"  table,   the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,   and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table  Include 
snow  and  sleet.     Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice.  '

ARKANSAS     -     DECEMBER  1971 
SPECIAL    WEATHER  SUMMARY 


A  vigorous  low  pressure  center  moved  north- 
eastward across  the  State  on  December  9  and 
10  producing  rains  of  up  to  10  inches  over 
western  and  northern  Arkansas  and  causing 
widespread  flash  flooding  and  sharp  rises  on 
the  river.  A  record  high  stage  of  44.0  feet  was 
recorded   on   December    10  at  Gilbert  on  the 


Buffalo  River. 

An  intense  squall  line  moved  across  the  State 
on  the  evening  of  the  14th  and  early  morning 
hours  of  the  15th  spawning  three  tornadoes  and 
causing  widespread  damage  from  windstorms.

Heavy  snow  fell  across  the  northern  two- 
thirds  of  Arkansas  on  November  22  and  23. 
The  greatest  accumulation  was  generally  6  to  8 
inches  over  the  higher  elevations  of  northern 
and  west-central  Arkansas.  An  accumulation 
of  9  inches  was  reported  by  the  Forest  Service 
Station  at  Mountain  View  in  north-central  Ar- 


kansas. 

Surface  temperatures  were  around  or  slightly 
above  freezing.  Two  people  were  killed  when 
a  half-ton  truck  went  out  of  control  on  a  "snow 
wet"  highway  and  struck  their  car.

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:     Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches, 
and  wind  movement  in  miles. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Service-type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and  Wind 

table.  Max  and  Min  values  in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  monthly  averages  of  daily  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24 

hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.     Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder 
located  6-8  inches  above  the  pan. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  cllmatological  norzuals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960.     "DEP"  In  Table  4  refers  to  departures  from  long-tern  means  based  on 
periods  varying  from  10  to  29  years  which  are  used  In  place  of  normals.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS: 

movement  in  miles.     Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65  F.      In  "Supplemental  Data"'table 
directions  entered  In  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  Is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations 
on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  National  Weather  Service 
Offices  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  c.s.t.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,   "Daily  Precipitation" 
table,   "Daily  Temperature"  table,   "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for 
the  24  hours  ending  at   time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Service-type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and 
Wind  table.     Max  and  Min  values  in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at 
time  of  observation.     Wind  as  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8 
inches  above  the  pan. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,   sleet,   or  Ice  on  the  ground.     Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;   consequently,   occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent   inconsistencies  in  the  record.  Time  of  observation  12:00  m. ,  c.s.t. 

SNOWFALL:     Entries  of  snowfall   in   the   "Monthly  Summarized  Data"   table,    the   "Snowfall   and  Snow  on  Ground"   table,    and   in   the   "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table  include 
snow  and  sleet.     Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,   and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,    as  used  in  this  publication,   became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957. 

STATION  NAMES:     Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,   such  as  12  SSW,    indicate  distance  in  miles  and. direction  from  the  post  office.

SPECIAL    WEATHER  SUMMARY 


A  squall  line  and  accompanying  cold  front  pushed 
southeastward  across  the  State  on  the  27th  causing 
severe  thunderstorms  with  large  hail,  two  torna- 
does, and  several  funnels  aloft  in  central  and 
southern  Arkansas.  The  front  became  stationary 
across  southern  Arkansas,  and  with  the  develop- 
ment of  a  vigorous  low  pressure  in  eastern  Texas 
on  the  28th,  severe  thunderstorms  again  occurred 


along  the  front  in  southern  Arkansas.  The  Mag- 
nolia and  El  Dorado  areas  were  pounded  with 
hail,  some  as  large  as  baseballs,  and  seven  other 
areas  in  southern  Arkansas  reported  hail  1-1/2 
Inches  in  diameter  or  larger.  Two  tornadoes  in 
Union  County  on  the  28th  destroyed  an  estimated 
2,500  acres  of  timber.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:     Unless  otherwise  indicated,    dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:     Temperature  in  'F,   precipitation  and  evaporation  In  Inches  and  wlad 
movement  In  miles.     Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65°F.     In  "Supplemental  Data"  table 
directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  la  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations 
on  daylif^ht  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  National  Weather  Service 
Offices  and  FAA  stations.

Max  and  Min  values  in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  In  pan  as  recorded  durine  24  hours  ending  at 
time  of  observation.     Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement   in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  deterijiined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8 
inches  above  the  pan.

SPECIAL    WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Stormy  weather  dominated  the  first  three  days  of 
July  with  two  tornadoes,  scattered  damaging  wind- 
storms, and  numerous  funnel  clouds  being  re- 
ported over  the  State.

Additional  precipitation  data  are  contained  in   "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  ARKANSAS." 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS-     Unless  otherwise  indicated,   dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:     Temperature  in  ""F,    precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind 
movement  in  mi les^     Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65  F.     In  "Supplemental  Data"  table 
directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME*     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations 
on  davli^^hE  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  National  Weather  Service 
Offices  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at   6:00  a.m.,   c.s.t.      Data  in  the   "Extremes"  table,    "Daily  Pi'ecipitation" 
table,   "Daily  Temperature"  table,   "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for 
the  24   hours  ending  at   time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Service-type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and 
Wind  table.     Max  and  Min  values  in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at 
time  of  observation.     Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8 

inches  above  the  pan. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,   sleet,   or  ice  on  the  ground.     Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;   consequently,   occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.  Time  of  observation  12:00  m. ,  c.s.t. 

SNOWFALL:     Entries  of  snowfall   in  the   "Monthly  Summarized  Data"   table,    the   "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,   and   in   the   "Seasonal  Snowfall"   table,  include 
snow  and  sleet.     Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  cliraatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,    as  used  in  this  publication,    became  effective  with  data   for   January  1957. 

STATION  NAMES:     Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,   such  as  12  SSW,    indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:  Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  In  the  July  issue 
of  this  bulletin. 

LATE  REPORTS  AND  CORRECTIONS   will   be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December   issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual   issue  of  this  publication.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:     Unless  otherwise  indicated,   dimensional  units  used  In  this  bulletin  are:     Temperature  in  -^P.   precipitation  and  evaporation  In  inches  and  wind 
movement  in  miles.     Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65  F.     In  -Supplemental  Data"  table 
directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  Is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations 
on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  National  Weather  Service

inches  above  the  pan.

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Service-type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and 
Wind  table.     Max  and  Min  values  in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at 
tine  of  observation.     Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  deterijiined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8 
inches  above  the  pan .

EVAPORATION  is  measured   in  the  standard  Weather  Service-type  pan  of  4-foot   diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by   footnote  following   the  Evaporation  and  Wind 
table. — Max  and  Min  values  in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  monthly  averages  of  daily  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24 
hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.     Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder 
located  6-8  inches  above  the  pan. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960.     "DEP"  In  Table  4  refers  to  departures  from  long-term  means  based  on 
periods  varying  from  10  to  29  years  which  are  used  in  place  of  normals.
